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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 8, 10-12, 17-26, and 28 are under consideration in this application. 
Claims 1 5 and 27 are held withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to nonelected 
subject matter 37 CFR 1.142(b). 

Election/Restriction 

Newly submitted claims 1 5 and 27 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Claims 1 5 and 27 are now withdrawn from consideration because applicants previously 
received an examination on claim 27 based on the product plus an inert carrier only. Applicants 
have now reintroduced the nonelected subject matter drawn to the presence of additional 
active ingredients in which they had canceled in the amendment filed on February 23, 2006. 
The election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 23, 2006. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 15 and 27 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The restriction requirement is deemed soimd and proper and is hereby made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter
